they  subscribe  to  and  support  the  provisions  of  the  Ontario 

Human  Rights  Code  and  undertake  the  following: 

1.       To  forward  a  letter  of  assurance   (as  appended) 
of  abidance  by  the  Code  to  the  canplainant 
herein,  with  a  carbon  copy  to  the  Cominission. 

2«       To  invite  the  complainant  to  seek  suitable 

accommodations  with  them  at  this  time  or  when 
next  the  complainant  requires  such  accommodations 
and  to  apprise  the  Commission  of  all  vacancies 
at  54,   56  and  58  Walmsley  Blvd.  for  a  period  of 
one  year  from  the  date  of  this  Agreement. 

3.       To  forward  letters  to  the  following  organizations 
assuring  them  of  their  intention  to  abide  by  the 
provisions  of  the  Ontario  Human  Rights  Code.

We  have  been  involved  in  the  complaint  of  a  black  woman 
from  Trinidad,  who  alleges  that  she  was  refused  rental  of 
accommodation  in  our  buildings  at  54,   56  and  58  Walmsley 
Boulevard,  Toronto,  because  of  her  race  and  colour. 

In  settlement  of  this  complaint  we  have  entered  into  a 
Memorandum  of  Agreement  with  The  Ontario  Human  Rights  Commission 
designed  to  ensure  that  there  is  no  repetition  of  this  type  of 
incident.     We  have  undertaken  to  assure  the  Commission  and  the 
cuuijjld  Liici iiL  t'lidt  it  13  cut  policy  to  trcct  cll  cpplicrnts  for 
tenancy  and  tenants  fairly  without  regard  to  race,  creed,  colour 
or  ethnicity.     We  maintain  this  policy  not  only  because  it  is 
the  law  but  because  we  feel  it  is  the  method  by  which  we  will 
obtain  and  keep  the  best  available  tenants.     We  also  consider 
such  policy  to  be  vital  to  the  development  of  a  healthy 
economy  and  society. 

We  would  ask  you  to  assist  us  in  reassuring  the  members  of 
your  organization  and  the  general  public  of  our  policy  and  we 
invite  your  assistance  in  furthering  these  aims  and  those  of 
the  Ontario  Human  Rights  Commission.     To  this  end,  we  further 
invite  you  to  refer  applicants  for  tenancy  to  any  of  our  buildings.
